There is speculation that these peoples were part of the general migration 
from the "four corners" The pueblo was initially built up in the first part of the 14th 
century to include a main structure consisting of 200 rooms, arranged in somewhat of a 

U-shape. A large ceremonial kiva was constructed in the 
center of the pueblo. Learn more about these early peoples 
that survived right in our own East Mountains. Take a 30 
minute guided educational walk of the archaeological site a,

The project uses size 11 
seed beads, needle and thread.
